The highway industry and the organ- 


izations of county highway officials who 
echo faithfully the point of view of that 
industry had a good deal to say about the 
governor's highway fund diversion pol- 
icy at the road school in Milwaukee last 
week, little of it complimentary. 
Some 


of the county highway people had so lit- 
tle sympathy for the motives which led 
to Governor Heil's appropriation of high- 
way taxes paid by motorists for building 
and upkeep of the highway system to gen- 
eral state governmental uses that 
they 


called it "stealing". Doubtless the ce- 
ment contractors, the materials dealers, 
the machinery salesmen and manufactur- 
ers rejoiced in their hearts upon hearing 
such sentiments so boldly spoken. 


Most of us won't give undue impor- 


tance to the criticism of the governor's 
policy from those sources. If anything, 
those resentful speeches should teach us 
the danger of subsidizing an industry with 
public money. The highway business in 
Wisconsin has been developed, made fat, 
sleek and prosperous on state contracts. 
When state construction funds are threat- 
ened, the economics of the entire industry 
is menaced and dislocated, and logically 
enough, there is loud yelling and vigorous 
political pressure. 


The implications of the governor's 


highway diversion policy are far more 
profound than the question of profit and 
loss for highway contractors, far more 
important than the political power or am- 
bitions of county board highway commit- 
tees. And significantly enough, at the 
same road school where all the yelling 
took place, a man who speaks for the coun- 
ty highway departments and for county 
government generally put his finger on 
one of the fundamental questions which 
the governor's policy raises. 


There will never be a sincere, real- 


istic or practical economy effort in the 
state government while legislatures have 
at their elbows a generous grab-bag of 
highway funds with which to finance their 
extravagances, said A. J. Thelen, legis- 
lative representative of the 
Wisconsin 


County Boards Association. 


As long as there are political pressure 


groups demanding handouts, as long as or- 
ganized minorities come to legislative halls 
with their vociferous insistence for ap- 
propriations for all of the myriad forms 
of public services which the state gov- 
ernment now extends to a tax-burdened 
citizenry, legislators will eagerly bow to 
them if they can finance their liberality 
without pain or embarrassment to them- 
selves—as long as they can reach into the 
highway bag for millions of dollars to 
make good their appropriations. 


As soon as every member of the leg- 


islature knows that when he votes for an 
appropriation, he must also vote for a 
new tax on his constituents, the men and 
women whose votes sent him to Madison, 
we will get a real attempt for economy in 
the legislature. But as long as there are 
$6,000,000 dollars of highway funds lying 
around loose—as there were last week 
when Governor Heil grabbed them for the 
state budget—so long will the legislature 
spend more than ordinary taxes raised. 


Mr. Thelen has an occupation which is 


unique. He is the lobbyist for Wisconsin 
county government, and he does a good 
job of representing his client in Madison. 
His experience should make us willing to 
listen to what he has to say on a subject 
which has been an issue for a decade. 


He makes a sound point, a point which 


was proved in the last session of the leg- 
islature, which ran state expenses l!p to 
an all time tot?l of $75,000,000 while its 
floorleaders lectured on the advantages 
of economy, and then adjourned and went 
home with a $17.000.000 deficit, an action 
which left no alternative to the executive 
except "divcmon". Thelen suggested con- 
stitutional segregation of the hignway 
fund, to put it be>ond the icach of the 
roving hands of over-generous 
legisla- 


tors. Then the people could judge wheth- 
er too much money is spent for highways, 
and if it is too much, the highway taxes 
could be reduced. 
Then too, legislatures 


would be forced to honor their constitu- 
tional responsibility to provide the funds 
which they order spent. 


STALIN'S ERRORS 


Both "General Winter" and the indi- 


vidual fighting courage of the Finns arc 
given considerable credit for the surpns- 
ing resistance to the Russian invasion. And 
both deserve a great deal of credit, es- 


pccially the bravery and shrewdness of 
the Finns. 


However, the debacle of the Russian 


invasion is also due to a large degree to 
the stupidities of that "great man" Sta- 
lin. His errors began long before he made 
the mistake of deciding that he could walk 
in and take over Finland. They began 
in 1937, for instance, when eight Russian 
generals were executed in June, and they 
have continued ever since. 


Following the execution of the brilli- 


ant, 44-year-old Soviet 
hero, 
Marshal 


Tukhachevsky, there followed a reign of 
terror in the Russian army, during which 
even brave men like Marshal Gamarnik 
committed suicide rather than face Stalin's 
kind of "justice'." Since then about 75 
per cent of the officers of the Russian 
army have been liquidated. Now more are 
being treated the same fate for their fail- 
ure to take Poland. 


Whatever blame is due lies squarely 


on the shoulders of the man in the Krem- 
lin, a man who slaughters his own people 
with as little concern as he would a herd 
of cattle; a man who sends his men into 
arctic temperatures with insufficient cloth- 
ing, 
food and ammunition; a man who 


cares nothing for anything apparently ex- 
cept the perpetuation of his own ruthless 
dictatorship. 


Stalin made the mistake of trying to di- 


rect an army on the basis of fear, with 
secret police spying on officers, and still 
other secret police spying on the first. 
That would destroy the morale of any 
army. 
No wonder that Russian soldiers 


are surrendering to the Finns with en- 
thusiasm. They will be better treated by 
their enemies than they have been by 
their own rulers. 


The world is rejoicing that the Finns 


have thus far been able to protect their 
land from this unprovoked and indefen- 
sible attack. At the same time, one can- 
not help but feel sorry for the poor, ig- 
norant Russians who are being victimized 
heartlessly by a hideous regime.

THE TRAINING OF GERMAN AND 


OTHER MINDS 


We have had a considerable number 


of articles from Berlin showing the pro- 
tective^ barriers put about the German 
people lest they absorb information con- 
sidered harmful to the Reich. 


We have learned that the 
German 


government, as administered by an ex- 
treme clan of determined men, is the only 
source of information 
that a German 


citizen may look to. The press is the 
government's written means of communi- 
cation to the people, the radio its oral 
means. For a German to listen to a for- 
eign broadcast is a penal offense. Num- 
bers have already 
been 
jailed 
when 


caught cupping their ears to tones com- 
ing in over English or French wave 
lengths. The people are saved penalties 
in the matter of reading foreign news- 
papers since such publications are barred. 
Even a Swiss newspaper printed in Ger- 
man and regarded as friendly to the Nazis 
found the border closed upon it, probably 
lest its description of war maneuvers or 
activities, or even the printing of French 
and English communiques, run counter 
to the information given out by the Reich, 
and thus tend to lessen confidence in the 
truth of Berlin announcements. 


From all these stories our people are 


prone, perhaps, to draw misshapen con- 
clusions. We see too much editorial com- 
ment upon the slavish condition of the 
German people and too little upon the fact 
that every nation at war aims somewhat 
at befooling its people even though the 
democracies do not approach the meth- 
ods pursued by the tyrannies. 


Let someone try to argue to the French 


or English people that there is any jus- 
tice in German demands and he would 
quickly discover that'although free speech 
is permitted there are special laws pro- 
viding penalties for those who would inter- 
fere with the successful prosecution of the 
war and that that purpose is an elastic one 
that covers everything the rulers find dis- 
tasteful. And let us not forget either that 
during World War No. 1 we in America 
arrested thousands of persons for some- 
what similar offenses. 


The individual should be impressed 


with the destructiveness of war in other 
fields than that of mangling human bod- 
ies. But he should be likewise impressed 
with a great distinction that persists be- 
tween London and Paris on the one hand 
and Berlin and Moscow on the other. Free 
speech still rules in parliament although 
it cannot be said to rule as surely in the 
French Chamber of Deputies. 


But, generally, democracies protect the 


representatives of the people under any 
and all circumstances, and likewise pro- 
tect the newspapers in publishing legisla- 
tive debates. 


Thus in democracies a passageway of 


fresh air is kept open even during war- 
time.

Neenah— An electrical ordinance 


was adopted and a lot on the north- 
west corner of S. Commercial street 
and Winneconne avenue was chang- 
ed from a residential to a local busi- 
ness district when an amendment to 
the zoning ordinance was adoptee 
by the city council at a dull meeting 
last night at the city hall. 


The electrical ordinance created 


the office of electrical 
inspector 


regulates installation and mainten- 
ance of electrical wires and appli- 
ances for safeguarding 
life and 


property, provides for inspections, 
licensing electricians, and fixes pen- 
alties for violations. 


Although adoption of an electrical 


ordinance has been considered in 
Neenah for a long time, the council 
required a comparatively short time 
to vote favorably on it last night, 
considerable investigation already 
haying been made. Alderman John 
Heigl's motion for passage, following 
a brief discussion, was passed unani- 
mously. 


The city engineer, A. G. Prunus- 


ke, will be the electrical inspector, 
and he may appoint a deputy, prob- 
ably John Blenker, assessor and as- 
sistant city building inspector, to as- 
sist him. The ordinance gives them 
rights of access to buildings and au- 
thority to discontinue electrical op- 
erations that are unsafe and in cases 
of emergency.

The ordinance also provides for a 


5-man board of electrical examiners 
to be appointed by the council. 


Adoption of the amendment to the 


zoning ordinance followed a public 
hearing. The council voted, 8 to 2, 
for the adoption, Aldermen Knud 
Larscn and Andrew Andersen op- 
posing the ordinance. 


A petition has been submitted at 


the last council meeting for the 
change, and the council at that time 
granted the hearing. In the mean- 
time, a petition protesting the 
change was submitted, and because 
of the remonstrance, the ordinance 
required an 8 to 2tvote for passage. 


Two property owners adjacent to

back. 
The latter is the 


tense, nervous person who perches 
on the ragged edge of nothing 
and holds herself up by the shoul- 
ders to take off at a minute's 
notice!" Which are you? 


Correct Your Sitting Posture 
Miss Lane then tells you how 


to sit as you should—in the office 
or at home, to encourage good pos- 
ture and a pretty figure. 


"Choose a hard, straight chair 


that is the right height for your 
feet to rest comfortably on the 
floor. Sit on the chair. Slip your 
hands under you from each side 
until you feel two knob-like bones. 
Those are your sitting bones and 
you should balance squarely on 
them. Take your hands out from 
under you and wriggle around a 
little until you feel that you are 
resting firmly 
on those 
sitting 


bones. When you are. the back 
of your hips will be a straight line 
perpendicular to the chair seat 
Remember to keep your buttocks 
under you as padding for your sit- 
ting bones.

• ERS TO SEIZE LAND 
After Czar Nicholas gave up the) 


Russian throne, the question in 
swne minds was, "What lyill happen 
to him?" A greater number of peo- 
ple woridered, "What will happen 
to Russia?" 


Women of Central Russia at School 


After a short period of freedom 


on one of his estates, the Czar was 
sent to Siberia, where he was kept 
a prisoner for a year. Then he and 
his family were murdered. It was 
expected that this deed would take 
away the fear of any member of 
the Robanov family ruling Russia 
again. 


For a time the chief man of Rus- 


sia was Alexander Kerensky. He 
believed in keeping up the war 
against Germany. 


Other 
Russian 
leaders 
were 


against letting the war go on. They 
wanted peace with Germany, even 
if it was a hard peace, with loss of 
land by Russia. Chief of such lead- 
ers were Nicolai Lenin and Leon 
Trotzky. Their party was made up 
of the so-called "Bolsheviks." 


Eight months after the czar's 


reign ended, the Bolsheviks took 
power. Kerensky fled from Russia 
and escaped with his life. 


Soon after the Bolsheviks .won 


their way, the farmers 
(or peas- 


ants) were told to seize the estates 
of large landowners and to divide 
them up. In much the same way, 
the factory workers seized ther fac- 
tories, and started to run them. 


Since 
that 
time, 
Russia 
has 


changed in many ways. Hundreds 
of thousands of farn:ers have moved 
into cities, and have become work- 
men in factories. Those who stayed 
on the farms have been pressed to 
join one another in forming large 
'collective" farms. 


In 1930 I made a short visit in 


Russia, hoping to find out some 
thing of the truth about the coun- 
try. During my visit. I felt as if I 
were trying to live in a partly fin- 
ished house. 


Before 
the 
World war, only 


about one-fourth 
of the Russian 


people could read and write. To- 
day it is claimed that about three- 
fourths have learned to read and 
write. 


That has been listed as a gain, 


and the same is true^of Russian 
progress in building up the steel in- 
dustry and other industries. On the 
other hand, the people of Russia 
have not obtained 
true freedom 


of speech or freedom of the press. 
Many observers believe the Rus- 
sians are more fearful 
of saying 


anything against Stalin than they 
were of speaking against the czar 
before the World war.

"Good 
times" for entire states are tied-up 
with the resort business.

I think the idea 
was started by the late Edward Bok 
in the Ladies' Home Journal. 
It 


was always conceded to be a good 
slogan, but it remained for sub- 
marine attacks, air raids, and "Blitz- 
kriegs" to give the 
phrase real 


punch. Annually, $500,000,000 was 
spent abroad by. American globe- 
trotters from Tienstin to Timbuctu. 
This year half of this pre-war travel 
item will be run up on cash regis- 
ters from Halifax to Honolulu. "See 
America first" will 
this year be 


more than a patriotic slogan. 


"Southward Ho" 


The winter resorts are the baro- 


meter of this business. While the 
current season has no more than 
weighed anchor, glowing reports arc 
already scudding in from every bay 
and inlet 
Florida is booked up 


heavier than in any season since the 
boom. The Gulf Coasters arc pack- 
ing them in. The Old Southwest is 
hitting new records. California is 
welcoming" a swarm of frost-bitten 
northerners. With Atlantic cruise 
travel down to a quarter of the 
normal level, Hawaii is ready to 
reap a big tourist harvest If these 
reports sound too good to,you to be 
true, look at the way deparlmenl 
stores arc playing up their "Resort 
Shops," This winter's password is 
"Southward Ho!" 


The war is the number one rea- 


son that I am counting on to make 
America's 1940 vacation bill the big- 
gest ever. Number two reason is 
our swelling national income. Ii 
has been trending up ever since 1933 
and will hit a new high-water mark, 
since the boom, in early 1940. The 
$70.000,000.000 figure for 1939 should 
stretch into $75,000.000.000 in the 
coming twelve months. More cash 
in farmers' pockets, more money in 
workers' pay envelopes, more div- 
idends in investors' accounts, spell 
only one thing,—more spending on 
wholesome recreation. 


Sport-Loving Nation 


Third reason why I predict 


smash-hit recreation season is the 
steady trend toward sports and 
trips. For 20 years this tendency 
has been 
gathering momentum 


Even in the darkest drabbest years 
of the depression, the travel busi- 
ness did comparatively well. The 
automobile, of course, is the moving 
spirit of this trend, but it has been 
ably aided and abetted by the cruise 
people, the railroads, and our na- 
tional parks. More efficient ma- 
chines, shorter work days, more 
leisure hours, have done their part 
too. 


There also is a 
fourth reason 


which' is fast becoming a factor 
Wise are those communities which 
wake up to it. I refer to the north- 
ern summer resorts featuring snow 
sports in winter; while the southern 
winter resorts are developing new 
summer attractions. This is a pos- 
sibility never even dreamed of un- 
til a few years ago. The recent re- 
quest from people of every state 
made to the family of Edward Bok 
to have his famous tower in Florida 
"sins" during July and August, is 
an illustration of this trend.

The tourist in- 
dustry, like many another, does bet- 
ter in the long run from a sound 
policy of true service with low 
prices and big volume than from 
the 
1929 profiteering 
technique.
